The battle 
cruiser 
Scydlitz was 


one of the German vessels which suf- 
fered heavily in the Jutland engage- 
ment of last week, according to re- 
ports received in Denmark. 
These 
allege that the Seydlitz, a dread- 
naught cruiser of 25,000 tons, was 
seen on the morning after the bat- 
tle steaming south near Fano Island 
off the Jutland coast, in a badly dam- 
aged condition and pursued by Brit- 
ish warships. 


An Edlnburg dispatch 
says 
that 


survivors of British destroyers en- 
gaged fa the Jutland fight declare 
they are convinced that in a massed 
attack of torpedo craft they sent the 
German dreadnaught Hindenberg to 
the bottom. 


A list issued by the British ad- 


miralty shows that 333 British offi- 
cers were lost in the naval battle.

The assaulting columns debouched 


the village of Damloup 
below the

fort. 
For three days this spot has 


been the scene of carnage which has 
saturated the ground with blood.

German column advanced no 


further than

ravine. 
The front ranks, pushed on 


by those behind, fell as fast as they 
reached the dead line swept by the 
French quickfirers. As they toppled

GERMANS STEAMED AWAY 


While British Warships 


Cruised About the Sea 
Searching for the Enemy 
Before Returning to Base 
—Reported Ready for An- 
other Action Five Hours 
After Reaching Port.

During the night of May 31-June 


1, British 
destroyers 
made a de- 


:ermined attack on the

3erman battlefleet which hastened 
its flight. The British fleet remained 
in possession of the scene of battle 
during the morning of June 1, and 
traversed the field four times, find- 
ing no enemy to 
fire 
upon. The 


commander-in-chief took 
his 
fleet 


back to its bases at his leisure and 
[ive hours after its arrival, reported 
the battle fleet ready for action. 


As regard the German losses defi- 


nite estimates, It is declared, 
have 


now been obtained that they were 
deliberately falsified and that 
the 


ollowing were destroyed: 


Two battle cruisers—one at least 


and probably two battleships; four 
light cruisers, eight destroyers and 
one submarine. 


The remainder of the German bat- 


tle 
cruiser 
squadron 
may 
have 


reached home ports but the 
ships 


were all severely damaged as also 
were ships of 
the 
Koenig class, 


which came under the fire of a por- 
tion of the British battle fleet. 


Besides the above, the Associated 


Press has obtained information from 
returned officers of the fleet that 
they are able to identify

erman battle cruisers as the Hin- 


denberg and the Lutzow. 


Naval officials here point out that 


on account of their

arriving here from British destroyers 
which made a massed attack 
on a 


German battleship in the Jutland 
battle are convinced that they sent 
to the bottom the dreadnaught Hin- 
denburg, the pride of the German 
navy. 


These sailors say that the Hinden- 


burg was struck successively by four 
torpedoes until the mighty ship reel- 
ed and sank. 
An officer from one 


of the destroyers gave the following 
account of the battle: 


"The ships of the grand fleet went 


into action as if they were going in- 
to manoeuvres. 
From every yard 


arm the white ensign flew, the flag 
which is to the sailor as the tattered 
colors were in days or old to a hard 
pressed regiment. That it went hard 
with the battle cruisers is apparent, 
but one ship cannot fight a dozen. 
They had fought a great fight, a 
fight to be proud of, a fight which 
will live longer than many a victory. 


"We fought close into the foe and 


IE anything is certain in the uncer- 
tainties of naval battle, it is that we 
gave tit least as good as we got. We 
passed along the line 
of German 


ships some miles away and let off 
broadside after broadside. 
The air 


was heavy with masses of smoke, 
black, yellow, g/eeji and every other 
color, which drifted slowly between 
the opposing lines hiding sometimes 
friend and sometimes foe. The ene- 
my ships were firing very fast but 
at the ships'at the front. One came 
to the conclusion that the shooting 
was decidedly erratic. 
Again and 


again salvos of the shells fell far 
short of the mark to be followed im- 
mediately by others which screamed 
past high in the air. 


"I watched the Iron Duke swing- 


Ing through the 
seas 
letting off 


broadside after 
broadside, wicked 


tongues of flames leaping through 
clouds of smoke. The din of battle 
was stunning, stupendous, deafening, 
as hundreds of the heaviest guns in 
the world roared out at once. Great 
masses of water rose in the air like 
waterspouts, reaching AS high as the 
masts, as the salvos of German ships 
fell short or went over their target.

rescued by Scandinavian steamers, 
described the Teutonic losses in the 
Jutland battle.as colossal, according 
to a Copenhagen dispatch1 to the Tel- 
egraph Exchange Co. A large num- 
ber of the crew of the cruiser Weis- 
b::den and men from several German 
torpedo boats have been rescued and 
brought to Copenhagen. 
They re- 


port that many of their comrades, 
after floating for thirty-six hours on 
rafts without food or drink, drank 
the sea water, became insane and 
jumped into the ocean. The German 
survivors say that several of their 
torpedo boats and submarines were 
capsized by the British shells and 
sank instantly. Bodies of both Brit- 
ish and German sailors arc beginning 
to be washed ashore on the coast of 
Jutland.

Now and then a shell found its mark 
but it left me absolutely cold as is its 
effect on each man at a time like 
this. 
A dozen men may bo knocked

it for burial and interment will be 
made at Cedar Hill cemetery some- 
time Tuesday. 


From a note left by Johnson be- 


fore shooting himself it was evident 
that he was suffering with a distort- 
ed mind.

wide, wide world.''

To solve this problem of accumu- 


lated failures the university authori- 
ties will next fall introduce a system 
designed to do away with student 
thoughtlessness and sublime Indif- 
ference and, judging by first Impres- 
sions, the new system will meet with 
great favor. 


The plan divides conditions into 


two classes. 
Class F includes fail- 


ures removable by examination and 
class ft includes those 
so 
serious 


that they cannot be removed by ex- 
amination. 
In this latter case the 


conditioned student must repeat en- 
tirely the course in which he has 
failed and pass it satisfactorily. 
In 


repeating a course, however,' a stu- 
dent must set aside some one of his 


' regular courses till a latter term and 
only carry more than the regular 
number of courses per term when he 
is entirely free ot conditions. In this 
way a man is literally one-fifth con- 
ditioned and four-fifths uncondition- 
ed, two-fifths conditioned and three- 
fifths unconditioned, etc., as the fig- 
ures may show. The condition is not 
a thing to be overlooked on 
the 


Princeton campus these days.

ANNIVERSARY 


OF BIG FROST 


IN NEWARK 


There was gloom in the village of 


Newark fifty-eight years ago today. 
Though the sun shone hot that day, 
just as brightly as it did this morn- 
ing, the people of the entire com- 
munity were depressed as they never 
had been before. 


Eh Hull, Newark's youngest 
old 


resident, remembers the occasion as 
clearly as if it were yesterday. 
He 


said to the Advocate today 'that the 
frost of June, 4-5, 1858, killed all 
vegetation. Ice formed a half-inch 
thick and fruit, wheat, corn, 
all 


growing grain and vegetables, were 
killed. 
Cherries, almost ripe, were 


frozen. 
Growing wheat was utterly 


ruined and farmers replowed their 
corn fields. 
The potato crop was 


completely destroyed. 
In two hours 


on the morning of June 5, the price 
of flower advanced from $6 to $12 
a barrel. 
The heavy 
frost 
came 


Sunday night, June 4, 1838. 


As the telegraph service was very 


limited at that time and as the tele- 
phone was unknown the people had 
no means of quick communication 
and it w*as some time before is was 
known that the damage was confin- 
ed to the rather limited area of the 
Central States. 
Farmers and villag- 


ers feared a famine and the alarm 
was general. 
Mr. Hull 
says 
that 


crops were replanted and though the 
harvest was late, fairly good crops 
were harvested in the fall of 1858.
